Military Suicides on the Rise 



The high numbers of suicides reflect a military burdened with wartime demands. 


Numbers up despite 
efforts to eneourage 
troops to seek help 

Washington 

Suicides are surging among Amer- 
ica’s troops, averaging nearly one a 
day this year — the fastest pace in 
the nation’s decade of war. 

The 154 suicides for active-duty 
troops in the first 155 days of the 
year far outdistance the U.S. forces 
killed in action in Afghanistan — 
about 50 percent more — accord- 
ing to Pentagon statistics. 

The numbers reflect a military 
burdened with wartime demands 
from Iraq and Afghanistan that 
have taken a greater toll than fore- 
seen a decade ago. The military also 
is struggling with increased sexu- 
al assaults, alcohol abuse, domestic 
violence and other misbehavior. 

The reasons for the increase 
are not fully understood. Among 
explanations, studies have point- 
ed to combat exposure, post-trau- 
matic stress, misuse of prescription 
medications and personal financial 
problems. Army data suggest sol-

diers with multiple combat tours are 
at greater risk of committing suicide, 
although a substantial proportion 
of Army suicides are committed by 
soldiers who never deployed. 

The 2012 active-duty suicide 
total of 154 through June 3 com- 
pares to 130 in the same period 
last year, an 18 percent increase. 
Suicide totals have exceeded U.S. 
combat deaths in Afghanistan in 
earlier periods, including for the 


Addressing the Issue 

The Marines arguably have had the 
most success in lowering their sui- 
cide numbers, which are up slightly 
this year but are roughly in line with 
levels of the past four years. The 
Army’s numbers also are up slightly. 
The Air Force has seen a spike, to 32 
through June 3 compared to 23 at 
the same point last year. The Navy is 
slightly above its 10-year trend line 
but down a bit from 2011. (ap) 


full years 2008 and 2009. 

The suicide pattern varies over 
the course of a year, but in each of 
the past five years the trend through 
May was a reliable predictor for the 
full year, according to a chart based 
on figures provided by the Armed 
Forces Medical Examiner. 

The numbers are rising among 
the 1.4 million active-duty military 
personnel despite years of effort to 
encourage troops to seek help with 
mental health problems. Many in 
the military believe that going 
for help is seen as a sign of weak- 
ness and thus a potential threat to

Romney Outraises Obama in May 



Behind the Numbers 

For Mitt Romney, the latest figure represents a sig- 
nificant jump in fundraising. He and the GOP brought 
in$40 million in April, justshort of the $43.6 million 
the Democratic president and his party raised that 
month. What’s more, Romney is getting a significant 
boost from Republican-leaning super PACs that 
have raised far more and spent far more than 
their Democratic-leaning counterparts, (ap) 


Presidential hopeful 
brings in $76M to 
opponent’s $60M 

Washington 

Mitt Romney outraised President 
Obama in May, the first time the 
Republican presidential challenger 
has jumped ahead of Obama and 
his prodigious fundraising appa- 
ratus. The numbers illustrate how 
Romney and the Republican Party 
have jelled as a force after a pro- 
tracted GOP primary. 

Romney and his party raised 
more than $76 million last month, 
the campaign said Thursday. 
Obama’s campaign reported that 
it and the Democratic Party raised 
$60 million for the month. 

Obama, forced onto the defen- 
sive by lackluster employment num- 
bers, also launched a new television 
ad Thursday in nine key election- 
year states targeting Congress and 


blaming lawmakers for not acting 
on his jobs proposals. 

The fundraising arms race has 
become one of the central features 
of the 2012 campaign, as each can- 
didate crisscrosses the country for 
donor events on an almost daily 
basis. The presidential contest now 
appears likely to spur more than $2 
billion in spending by campaigns, 
parties and interest groups. 

Jim Messina, Obama’s campaign 
manager, blasted out a fundraising 
email to supporters Thursday after- 
noon titled: “We got beat.” 


RNC Chairman Reince Prie- 
bus said the May fundraising “is 
a sign that Americans are tired of 
President Obama’s broken prom- 
ises and want a change of direc- 
tion in the White House.” 

“I sure hope my Dems don’t hit 
the ‘snooze’ button. I have been say- 
ing for some time that this thing 
is far from in the bag. It’s not even 
in the shopping cart,” said for- 
mer Clinton administration aide 
Paul Begala, who advises a pro-

Merkel: Gradual Unity 
Necessary in Europe 

German Chancellor Angela Merkel on 
Thursday called for Europe to take a 
gradual path toward political union, 
frustrating the appeals of many of her 
colleagues for quick, bold moves to fight 
the continent’s financial crisis. After 
a meeting with British Prime Minister 
David Cameron, who called for “urgent 
action,” Merkel noted that the crisis can- 
not be fixed overnight, (ap)

Karzai Condemns NATO 
Over Deaths in Airstrike 

Afghan President Hamid Karzai cut short 
a trip to China to rush back to Kabul 
on Thursday after a NATO airstrike on 
Wednesday that villagers say hit a house 
and killed 18 civilians. He condemned 
NATO for failing to provide an explana- 
tion. A NATO spokesman said it was 
investigating the allegations but had no 
reports of civilian deaths, (ap)

Far-Right Party Official 
Assaults Opposition 

Greece’s election campaign turned ugly 
Thursday on live TV: The spokesman of 
the extreme-right Golden Dawn party, 
after trading insults, lunged at two 
female left-wing politicians on a main- 
stream talk show, throwing water at one 
and smacking the other across the face. 
An arrest warrant for llias Kasidiaris was

QUETTA, PAKISTAN 

Bicycle Bombing Kills 14, 
Wounds 40 at Seminary 

A bomb attached to a bicycle exploded 
outside a Muslim seminary in south- 
western Pakistan on Thursday, killing at 
least 14 people, police said. More than 
40 people were wounded in the attack 
in Quetta, police said, (ap) 


Reports: New Massacre in Syria 


Latest attack leaves 
about 80 civilians 
dead, activists say 

Beirut 

U.N. observers came under fire 
Thursday as they tried to reach 
the site of the latest reported mass 
killing in Syria — about 80 peo- 
ple, including women and chil- 
dren who were shot or stabbed. 
The deaths added urgency to dip- 
lomatic efforts to end the escalat- 
ing bloodshed. 

As reports emerged of what 
would be the fourth such mass slay- 
ing of civilians in Syria in the past 
two weeks, the United States con- 
demned President Bashar Assad, 
saying he has “doubled down on 
his brutality and duplicity.” 

The latest violence centered on 
Mazraat al-Qubair, a small farm- 
ing community of 160 people in 
central Hama province. 

A resident said troops shelled 
the area for five hours Wednesday 
before government-aligned militia- 
men known as “shabiha” entered 
the area that is known to shelter 
army defectors, “killing and hack-

Annan Urges Action 

International envoy Kofi Annan, whose Syrian 
peace plan brokered in April has not been imple- 
mented, on Thursday warned the U.N. General As- 
sembly against allowing “mass killings to become 
part of everyday reality in Syria." Annan also pro- 
posed that world powers create a new strategy to 
end the 15-month conflict, (ap) 



ing everyone they could find.” 

Leith Al-Hamwy told The Asso- 
ciated Press by telephone that he 
survived by hiding in an olive 
grove near the farms, but he said 
his mother and six siblings did not.

China Cuts Interest Rates as Its Economy Slows 

Beijing 


In a further sign that China’s econo- 
my is being buffeted by strong head 
winds, the country’s central bank 
on Thursday announced a cut in its 
benchmark interest rates to try to 
spur growth and prevent a sharp - 
er-than-expected slowdown. 

The surprise announcement of 
the cut of 25 basis points on depos- 
its and loans was the first rate cut 
since December 2008, at the height 
of the global financial crisis, and

Unstable Mali Emerges 
As Haven for Extremists 


Paris 

Avast new sanctuary is emerging 
for al- Qaeda’s African followers in 
the desert wastelands of northern 
Mali, where Tuareg secessionists, 
allied with extremist Muslim guer- 
rillas, have shaken off government 
rule and declared an independent 
Islamist state.

Those Living in the suburbs nnight 
think that taking Metro in fronn the 
farthest stop would save a Lot of 
nnoney, but it's not the case. The 
farther away you are fronn the Metro 
station, the gap in the cost of driving 
vs. riding narrows, so nnuch so that it 
nnight behoove you to drive every once

The answer to the question seems obvious.

For many Washingtonians, 
the question doesn't matter. "Thirty percent of 
persons in D.C. do not own a car," said John Townsend 
II of AAA Mid-AtLantic. "We have one of the Largest 
ratios of people who don’t own cars in the country.” 
For those people, public transportation is a must. But 
for the 70 percent of us who own cars and have to 
decide whether to drive or take Metro, there are ways 
to calculate the costs. You might be surprised by the

and Ride: Those who can avoid 
parking may have the best options.

»Tiiiie: Is it quicker to drive or 
take Metro?

The Bottom Line: Some days, it might be worth shelling out a few extra dollars to take the 
car.

Singles in the City 

There's a reason why many 
Washingtonians don't have cars: 
They're expensive. “The cheapest 
part of owning a car is the gas; people 
never believe it," said John Townsend 
II of AAA Mid-AtLantic. “Look at the 
cost of parking, the average cost of 
operating the car per mile, insurance, 
maintenance — all those things factor 
into owning a car." According to AAA, 
in 2011, the average cost of owning 
a sedan rose to $8,776 per year, or 
58.5 cents per mile based on driving 
15,000 miles a year. How badly do you 
need one?

Mix and Map 

It's just 10 days until the start of Rush+, Metro’s 
much-hyped attempt to make more commutes 
transfer-free. The plan adds Yellow and Orange 
Line trains that divert from their typical paths, so 
you’ll be able to go from Greenbelt to Franconia- 
Springfield without ever giving up your seat, or to 
Largo instead of Landover on the Orange Line. 


And for a Red Line commuter like 
me? Rush+ means IVe been greet- 
ed by a new map in every Metro 
train and station. 

Metro’s maps, those colorful 
jumbles of snaky lines that repre- 
sent local train service, are some- 


thing I spend a lot of time study- 
ing. Whenever I’m riding and too 
zonked out to read or eavesdrop 
on conversations. I’m staring at a 
map — and sometimes unnerving 
the tourists who decide to stand in 
front of it. 


So I’ve been getting acquaint- 
ed with this revamped version, 
which uses hatched lines to rep- 
resent the route diversions and 
features updated station names. 
It’s really not so different from its 
predecessor — orig- 
inal designer Lance 
Wyman was brought 
back to help with the 
makeover — and 
retains some of its 
charming geograph- 
ical quirks. (For 
instance, U Street 
still appears to be 
south of Dupont Circle.) 

But my nostalgic side wasn’t 
quite prepared to let go of the old 
map any more than the riders 
who’ve managed to ignore Met- 
ro’s all-out information assault are 
going to be ready to ride on June 18. 
That changed when I saw MetroFor- 
ward’s Flickr set of workers screen- 
printing the new signage. 

I swooned. The photos show 
how Metro maps are produced by 
adding one color at a time. First, 
there’s just a simple, gray Y-shape 
representing water. Next come the 
strips of green parkland. Then the 
train lines arrive, one by one, to 
await the grand finale: black cir- 
cles and text. It would make for 
an amazing art series — totally 
suitable for framing — but Metro 
spokesperson Cathy Asato says 
they won’t be selling partially 
printed maps. 

If you’ll willing to settle for the 
finished product, Metro’s online 
store currently offers two versions 
for $25 each: “system map” and 
“new system map.” No thanks. I 
can stare for free.

City on track to top 
last year’s record in 
automated fines 

Washington 

The District’s use of cameras to 
catch speeders and red-light run- 
ners reaped a record $55.1 million 
in 2011, and the cameras are likely 
to generate even more revenue this 
year, AAA said Thursday. 

The city has already issued 
$40.3 million in automated 
enforcement tickets in this fis- 
cal year, which began Oct. 1, AAA 
said. The automobile association 
filed a Freedom of Information Act 


request to get the data. 

In the first seven months of 
the fiscal year, the District issued 
419,523 automated speeding tick- 
ets and 52,797 automated red-light 
tickets, AAA said. 

“When they arrive in the mail, 
speed camera tickets and red- 
light camera tickets serve as a 
wake-up call and a dire warning 
to speeders and red-light runners 
to change their ways,” said AAA 
spokesman John Townsend II. “But 
they also enrich the city’s coffers 
[and] motorists gripe and groan. 
The city is boiling in the dough,’ 
to use an old idiom.” 

The AAA analysis found that 
fewer tickets in the District were

issued in fiscal 2011 than in the 
previous year. 

However, the District achieved 
record revenue because more peo- 


ple paid fines and the fines were 
increased, from an average of $50 
to an average of $125 in the case 
of speeding tickets. 

“The city increased automat- 
ed traffic tickets fines, along with 
71 other traffic fines for the stated 
purpose of increasing the revenue 
stream flowing into the city’s cof- 
fer,” Townsend said. “District offi- 
cials say it is all about improving 
traffic safety in the District. 

“After adding more camer- 
as and increasing traffic fines, 
motorists suspect the city is most- 
ly interested in improving its bot- 
tom line, while paying lip service

Memorial Day has come and gone, 
that early judgment day when teams 
have played enough games to assess 
how good they actually are. 

The Washington Nationals, for 
the first time in a long time, are 
pretty darn good. 

The big day for them came in 
the middle of a 14-game stretch 
played exclusively against other 
National League East teams.

Will a Triple Crown Winner Revive Racing? 


Insiders say victory 
for I’ll Have Another 
may provide a boost 

Horse Racing 

By Saturday night, the horse-rac- 
ing world will know if a chestnut 
colt named I’ll Have Another has 
done what 11 other contenders have 
failed to do since 1978: win the Tri- 
ple Crown. 

But even if he beats his compet- 
itors in the Belmont Stakes, ques- 
tions remain over whether that sin- 
gular triumph can reinvigorate a 
sport that has experienced precipi- 
tous drops in fan interest, gambling 
dollars and prestige in the Ameri- 
can sports landscape. 

And the home of Saturday’s piv- 
otal race is an emblem of racing’s 
troubles: Last month. New York 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo replaced man- 


agement of the agency that oversees 
racing at Belmont, Aqueduct and 
Saratoga following years of scan- 
dal and mismanagement. 

The three tracks stage more 
than one-third of all the country’s 
top stakes races and generate a 
large chunk of gambling income 
nationwide. 

“Just having the Triple Crown 
on the line is a shot in the arm for 
the business, and from a public rela- 
tions point of view, we have seen 
a media bump already,” said Alex 
Waldrop, president and chief exec- 
utive officer of the National Thor- 
oughbred Racing Association. 

“We will absolutely have a 
superstar on our hands if I’ll Have 
Another wins the race. We have 
to be prepared to take advantage 
of that; the problem is we don’t 
know how many more races he 
may have.”

NFL Faces Mega-Lawsuit

Lawyers consolidate 
ex-players’ injury 
claims into one case 


Pro Football 

A concussion-related lawsuit bring- 
ing together scores of cases has 
been filed in federal court, accus- 
ing the NFL of hiding informa- 
tion that linked football-related 
head trauma to permanent brain 
injuries. 

Lawyers for former players say 
more than 80 pending lawsuits are 
consolidated in the “master com- 
plaint” filed Thursday in Phila- 
delphia. 

Plaintiffs hope to hold the NFL 
responsible for the care of players 
suffering from dementia, Alzheim- 
er’s disease and other neurological 
conditions. Other former players 
remain asymptomatic, but worry 
about the future and want medi- 
cal monitoring. The helmet-maker 
Riddell Inc. also is named as a 
defendant. 

“Let’s face it and be honest,” 
said former Eagles and Patriots 
running back Kevin Turner, who 
now suffers from amyotrophic lat-

eral sclerosis. “I feel like the NFL 
has over the past decades — at least 
until ’08 or ’09 — kind of turned a 
blind eye to the seriousness of not 
only concussions, but the cumula- 
tive effect of [hits] and how these 
retired players are having so much 
difficulty in getting along in their 
daily lives.” 

The suit accuses the NFL of 
“mythologizing” and glorifying 
violence through the media, includ- 
ing its NFL Films division. 

“The NFL, like the sport of box- 
ing, was aware of the health risks 
associated with repetitive blows 
producing sub-concussive and con- 
cussive results and the fact that 
some members of the NFL play- 
er population were at significant 
risk of developing long-term brain 
damage and cognitive decline as a 
result,” the complaint charges. 

The league has denied similar 
accusations in the past. 

“Our legal team will review 
today’s filing that is intended to 
consolidate plaintiffs’ existing 
claims into one ‘master’ complaint,” 
the NFL said in a statement. “The 
NFL has long made player safety 
a priority and continues to do so.”

The first thing renters should 
do when confronted with cramped 
living quarters is obvious, if pain- 
ful: Get rid of as much as you can. 
“Learn to live with less,” says Kathy 
Baczko, a nonprofit consultant, who 
discovered how to edit her belong- 
ings when she downsized from a 
six-bedroom house in McLean, 
Va., to an apartment in Manhat- 
tan. Baczko, 65, and her husband 
now live in a townhouse in Alex- 
andria, where they have contin- 
ued to live simply and tried not to 
accumulate clutter. 

Scott Roewer, a D.C .-based cer- 
tified professional organizer, helps 
his clients decide what to keep: 
“You use it, you love it, you know 
you want it? Fine,” he says. But 
if your belongings don’t fall into 
one of those categories, it’s time 
to ditch them. 

On trimming your wardrobe, 
C. Lee Cawley, a certified profes- 
sional organizer based in Arling- 
ton, gives this tip: At the beginning 
of the year, hang all of your clothes 
with the hangers facing backward. 
The first time you wear an item, flip 
the hanger around the right way. In 
December, the clothes still on back- 
ward-facing hangers are top pros- 
pects for being discarded. 

Once you’ve donated, sold or 
thrown away as much as you can 
bear, it’s time to get creative. One 
solution is to invest in furniture 
with hidden storage. Schwartz has 
placed two stools that double as 
bins at the end of her Murphy bed. 
She can reach inside a stool to grab 
some running clothes and then put

the brown suede lid back on top and 
sit down to tie her sneakers. 

“Never buy anything without 
storage,” says Cawley. She implores 
tenants in small spaces to buy fur- 
niture with multiple purposes. 
“They should outlaw ottomans that 
don’t have storage,” she says. 


With a bit of imagination, you 
can also find hidden storage spac- 
es that already exist in your home. 
Schwartz doesn’t do much cooking, 
but that doesn’t mean her appli- 
ances sit unused. Inspired by “Sex 
and the City’s” Carrie Bradshaw, 
Schwartz houses her off-season 
shoes in the oven. 

In fact, don’t overlook any space 
that can be turned into storage, 
especially vertical space. Schwartz’s 
closet was already fitted with Elfa 
shelving from the Container Store, 
which allowed her to store things 
all the way to the ceiling. Roewer 
says Elfa systems are perfect for 
renters because they can be made 
to be free-standing and are adapt- 
able for any space.

Rentalstorage units are available 
throughout the D.C. area.

Here are 
some tips for renting a storage unit: 

w If your apartment building offers 
storage units for an extra fee, 
consider negotiating the use of 
storage space into your lease.

your belongings doesn’t necessar- 
ily make your home organized, 
though. You still need to remember 
where you put everything. 

One way to keep your stuff 
organized is to use storage con- 
tainers. “Consistent containers are 
the magical key to making things 
look good,” Cawley says. 

Small plastic totes, for example, 
can bring order to any pantry. To 
make the best use of space, Cawley 
recommends placing round items 

— like cans — in round organizers 
and square objects in square ones. 
Placing a turntable in your kitch- 
en cabinet — Target’s 11-inch ver- 
sions fit perfectly in most homes 

— allows access to containers once 
out of reach. And renters can reuse 
them in their next place. 

“If containers are identical, 
they will stack easily,” Cawley 
says. And that doesn’t just apply 
to the kitchen. Cawley uses clear 
plastic shoeboxes from the Con- 
tainer Store to bring order to the 
area under the bathroom sink. 
She stacks the plastic shoeboxes 
and labels them based on the cli- 
ents’ needs: dental, eyewear, first 
aid, hair supplies, etc. The uniform 
storage turns the area from a clut- 
tered mess into multiple layers of 
easy-to-access supplies. 

In small homes, living space 
and storage space are often the 
same thing.

I believe 
that when you chose to do “Bel Ami," 
a period piece based on a Guy de 
Maupassant novel, you were out to 
prove that you're more interested 
in being an actor than a heartthrob. 
Which is an admirable goal, and one 
I hope you reach (you do more than 
glower through the 
“Twilight" flicks, 
which is more than 
I can say for Kristen 
Stewart; plus, I think 
you’re adorable). 

And I can seethe 
attraction of this 
particular film: You 
got to act opposite Christina Ricci, 
Kristin Scott Thomas and Lima 
Thurman, and by “act opposite" I 
mean “make out with and sometimes 
see their breasts." You also got to 
show your heinie, which will bring in 
someTwihards. 

But, Robert, if you’re going to 
choose to do “serious" movies, you 
need to pick GOOD serious movies. 
No more melodramas, like 2010's 
“Remember Me." No more sweeping 
costume epics (though you do look 
nice in those high trousers). Go play a 
heroin addict in an indie somewhere 
— one directed by someone with 
talent and catered by the producer’s 
mom. Experience an acting life in 
which the people you work with are 
there solely because they believe in 
the project, not because some fancy 
French guy wrote the story. 

Think small, and I suspect you'll 
find your talent is bigger than most 
people think.

Been Here Before

Film Review 

“Prometheus” began life as a pre- 
quel to “Alien ” Ridley Scott’s semi- 
nal 1979 science-fiction action film; 
along the way it became a stand- 
alone project, its chief claim to fame 
being that it marked Scott’s hotly 
anticipated return to the genre 
since his similarly genre-defining 
“Blade Runner.” 

So the biggest surprise about 
“Prometheus” might be just how 
unoriginal it is, given Scott’s track 
record as a genre game-changer. 
Visually impressive and featur- 
ing one or two breakout perfor- 
mances, this anticlimactic exer- 
cise too often plays as though it’s 
been cobbled together from arche- 
types, imagery and tropes from 
other movies. 

The disappointment takes its 
time settling in after a promis- 
ing overture, during which Scott’s 
camera swoops majestically over 
an otherworldly landscape. 

Soon enough, we meet the prin- 
cipal players of “Prometheus”: 
Charlie Holloway (Logan Mar- 
shall-Green) and Elizabeth Shaw 
(Noomi Rapace), archeologists who 
are leading a group of explorers in 
the year 2089 when they happen 
upon a cave of futuristic dreams, 
where wall paintings confirm their 
competing theories regarding the 
extraterrestrial source of life. 

When the action picks up a few 
years later, Holloway, Shaw and 
their ragtag team — overseen by 
chilly corporate honcho Meredith

hypochondriac and was sure he 
would catch some terrible disease, 
and the more that didn’t happen, the 
more confident he’s grown.” 

Schwimmer, who started out 
(and continues) in theater before 
making his name as Ross on

FOR GREATER GLORY(R, 143 minutes) 
An epic dramatization of a little-known 
chapter of Mexican history called the 
Cristiada— in which the country’s Roman 
Catholics rebelled againsta government 
crackdown on religion — “For Greater 
Glory" is at times so heavy-handed that 
the movie itself seems at war. It should

THE HUNGER GAMES (PG 13, 142 min 
utes) This adaptation of the hit young 
adult novel centers on grievous violence 
and children, who, in author Suzanne 
Collins’ floridly postapocalyptic future, 
aresubjected to an annual ritual wherein 
they murder one another as part of a 
nationwide reality show. That perverse 
dystopia is brought faithfully, if unspec- 
tacularly, to life by director Gary Ross. If 
the series’ legions of fans miss a detail 
here or a subplot there, they’ll still rec- 
ognize its bones and sinew, especially in 
Jennifer Lawrence’s eagle-eyed heroine, 
Katniss Everdeen. Lawrence is never less 
thangroundedand believable asayoung 
woman forced by circumstance to as- 
sume wisdom far beyond her years, a.h. 
HYSTERIA (R, 95 minutes) Set in Vic- 
torian England, the loosely fact-based 
“Hysteria" is billed as the story of the 
invention of the electric vibrator. Physi- 
cian Mortimer Granville really did invent 
the appliance, and it really was once 
used as a therapeutic treatment for a 
number of maladies that were imagined 
to be caused by a malfunctioning of the 
female anatomy.

BATTLESHIP (PG-13, 131 minutes) 
Battleship — Hasbro’s venerable game 
of naval strategy in which players use a 
combination of guesswork and logic to 
deduce the location of their opponents’ 
ships — isn’t exactly known for its thrill- 
a-minute narrative complexity. Fear not. 
“Battleship" is an invigorating blast of 
cinematicadrenaline. Deftly directed by 
Peter Berg, from a script by brothers Eric 
and Jon Hoeber that adds muscle, sinew 
and hearttotheskeletalsource material, 
the resultingfilm isan enormously enter- 
taining amusement-park ride. Yes, it’s a 
bit preposterous, notto mention loud. But 
it’s also brisk and viscerally thrilling, with 
a genuine surprise or two — including a 
plot twist that manages to brilliantly 
incorporate the game’s essential DNA of 
blindly shooting at invisible targets. M.o. 
THE BEST EXOTIC MARIGOLD HOTEL 
(PG-13, 122 minutes) A blandly middling 
crowd-pleaser, this film follows a group 
of seven English retirees who have 
taken up residence in a seedy Indian 
boarding house. The entertainment is 
directly proportional to the appeal of 
each character. At the delightful end of 
the spectrum is Judi Dench’s Evelyn, a 
recent widow whose lonelinessand hard- 
won wisdom is rendered in an affectingly 
nuanced performance. At the other end 


is Maggie Smith’s Muriel, a nakedly rac- 
ist coot rendered in a strident, one-note 
caricature. Some viewers may respond 
to the film’s message that it’s never too 
late for love.

DARK SHADOWS (PG-13, 112 minutes) 
Tim Burton’s retread of the 1970s daytime 
goth-opera — starring Johnny Depp — is 
depressing on myriad levels. It doesn’t 
know where it wants to dwell: in the 
eerie, subversive penumbra suggested 
by its title or in playful, go-for-broke 
camp. Deppcomesupwithasonorously 
memorable voice for Barnabas, begin- 
ning with a narrated preamble explaining 
how the Collins family settled in Maine, 
made a fortune in fishing, built a soaring 
manor of Collinwood and suffered trag- 
edy at the handsof a witchy servant girl 
named Angelique.

THE DICTATOR (R, 83 minutes) “In 
loving memory of Kim Jong-ll," reads 
an epigraph at the beginning of Sacha 
Baron Cohen’s latest send-up of political 
manners and American exceptionalism. 
It’s true that the character Cohen plays, 
an aggressively bearded tyrant named 
Admiral General Aladeen who has ruled 
the North African country of Wadiya since 
he was 7, embodies all of the absurdities 
of despotic power. As portrayed by Cohen,

MEN IN BLACK 3 (PG-13, 106 minutes) 
There are a couple of real pleasures in 
the third installment of the sci-fi adven- 
ture-comedy series about cops policing 
a shadow world of aliens Living among 
us. The most satisfying is the setup: In 
a time-travel scenario. Agent J must go 
back to 1969 to prevent the murder of 
his partner. Agent K. But the best thing 
about the setup is that it affords the 
film an opportunity to make fun of the 
’60s. UntiLAgent J“timejumps’’intothe 
past, however, the movie feels flat-footed 
and Lazy, reprising old jokes and sight 
gags from the two earlier films. Adding 
to the List of misfires is Emma Thomp- 
son as Agent 0, the head of the M.I.B. 
agency. Seemingly intended to add spice, 
the actress is hopelessly wasted, m.o. 
MOONRISE KINGDOM (PG 13, 93 min 
utes) “Moonrise Kingdom" opens with no 
music— just the sound of raindrops fall- 
ing onthe roof of a preternaturaLLy cozy 
house, which the camera gently Leads 
the audience through. As explained by a 
nameless narrator played by Bob BaLa- 
ban, “Moonrise Kingdom" wiLL chronicle 
the adventures of Sam and Suzy, each of 
whom is woefully misunderstood by the 
adults in his or her Life. As he’s done in aLL 
of his films, Anderson confects a distinc- 
tive mix of arch humor and solemnity in 
“Moonrise Kingdom," in which Sam and 
Suzy confront death, abandonment and 
burgeoning sexuality in very real terms, 
but in which either can also be struck 
by Lightning without suffering anything 
worse than a pair of sooty glasses, a.h. 


SNOW WHITE AND THE HUNTSMAN 

(PG-13, 127 minutes) “Snow White and 
the Huntsman" has everything you 
remember from the classic fairy tale, 
plus a heck of a Lot you don’t. Overlong, 
overcrowded, overstimulating and with 
an over-the-top performance by CharL- 
ize Theron as the evil queen Ravenna, 
the movie is a virtual orchard of toxic 
excess, starting with the unnecessarily 


sprawLingcastofcharacters. Why isthis 
movie even called “Snow White and the 
Huntsman’’?Asthe man sent to capture 
Snow White (Kristen Stewart) and bring 
her back so that Ravenna can chow down 
on the heroine’s stilL-beating heart, Chris 
Hemsworth is no more important to 
the story than, say, the queen’s creepy 
brother, Finn (Sam SprueLL). 

THE INTOUCHABLES (R, 119 minutes) 


A box-office smash in France, “The 
IntouchabLes" is a feel-good movie 
about a feel-bad subject: quadripLegia. 
The fact-based story, which tracks the 
relationship between PhiLippe(Francois 
CLuzet), a white millionaire paralyzed in 
a paragLiding accident, and Driss (Omar 
Sy), the black hustler who becomes 
his Live-in caregiver, neatly avoids the 
mess and stress of the subject.
